During wartime shortage of 
workers, employers were in a

After the war, however, the shoe 
will move back to the other foot as 
pools of unemployment appear 
and volume of production drops.

The length of the European war 
depends, he continued, on two 
main factors: First, how long the 
Germans can stand the terrific 
pounding that they are taking 
from the west, south and east and, 
secondly, how long the Gestapo 
remains‘in control of the Reich. 


The general, who has been trou- 
bled by a stiff right knee for the 
last few weeks, receievd a few 
correspondents at his command 
post informally and discussed the 
war, mostly off the record. He 
expressed surprise at recent re- 
ports that he had been unwell and 
indicated that, except for his knee, 
he was in excellent shape.

And everywhere for miles and 
miles guns—mostly ours—banged 
out their booms, bringing despera- 
tion to the soldiers, while among 
them lived the people like some 
great cow absorbed stolidly in liv- 
ing. 

In the course of the last few 
days I have spoken to many of 
our officers and men responsible 
fof governing the part of Ger- 
many we already have conquered 
and have been in several towns 
with them watching them at théir 
work, The people they govern 
are mainly farmers and small- 
town folk, almost all of them own- 
ing property of some kind. There 
is no militant anti-Nazi feeling 
apparent among them. It is clear 
that if Hitler had won the war 
or even had not fought it, they 
would. not have overthrown him 
in any foreseeable future. 

It is clear, too, they do not like 
him any more, though whether 
their dislike began before he 
started losing and bringing de- 
struction to them as well as oth- 
er peoples of the world is not so 
clear.

Turning serious again, the Presi- 
dent said the nation’s military 
leaders ‘are not helped by men 
w “without responsibility and 
without knowledge of the facts, 
lecture the chiefs of staff of the 
United States as to the best means 
of dividing our armed forces and 
our litary resources between 
the Atlantic and the Pacific, be- 
tween the Army and thé Navy, 
and among the commanding gen- 
erals of the/ different theaters of 
war.” 

Replying to Gov. Dewey’s re- 
peated charge that the administra- 
tion has been unable to solve un- 
employment, the President said 
the keynote of his entire recon- 
version program can be found in 
the word “jobs.” 

He said the government will 
lease or dispose of plants and fa- 
cilities on the basis of how they 
can be used best to give jobs to 
the greatest number, asserting: 


that will sustain the purchasing 
power of labor—for that means 
more production and more jobs. 

“This is not the time in which 
men can be forgotten as they were 
in. the Republican catastrophe 
which we inherited. The return- 
ing soldiers, the workers by their 
machines, the farmers in the field, 
the miners, the men and women 
in offices and shops do not intend 
to be forgotten.” 

He accused Republican leaders 
of bringing into the campaign the 
“propaganda technique invented 
by the dictators abroad ... that 
technique: You should never use 
a small falsehood;‘always a big 
one, for its very fantastic nature 
will make it more credible if only 
you keep repeating it over and 
over again.” 

Republican leaders, he said, now 
are asking the country to forget 
what they used to say about prep- 
arations for defense and for the 
war itself. 

“There are enlightened, liberal 
elements in the Republican party 
and they have fought hard and 
honorably to bring the party up 
to date and get it in step with: the 
forward march of American prog- 
ress,” he said, “But these liberal 
elements were not able to drive 
the old guard Republicans from 
their entrenched positions.” . 

Then, accusing the opposition of 


‘trying to take over credit for the 


social progress of his own admin- 
istration, Mr. Roosevelt asked 
“Can the old guard pass itself off 
as the New Deal?” 

“T think not. 

“We have all seen many marvel- 
ous stunts in the circus, but no 
performing elephant could turn a 
hardspring without falling flat on 
his back.” 


Mr. Roosevelt poked fun at the 
Republican platform plank which 
he said “accepts the purpose” of 
the Nationa] Labor Relations act, 
the Wage and Hour act, the Social 
Security act and other federal so- 
cial laws, declaring:

Sudetenland 
Industry Hit 
By U.S. Bombs 


LONDON, Sunday, Sept. 24.— 
(P)—American planes swarmed 
out across the channel from Brit- 
ain yesterday as the German radio 
sounded alarms against wenewed 
two-way poundings of the Reich 
from the west and south. 


The Mediterranean-based forces, 
which have been hitting Hungary 
and Yugoslavia daily, struck in 
medium strength at-~ industrial 
targets in Sudetenland, Rome an- 
nounced, and also hit railway 
yards in southern Austria and 
seven bridges in northeastern 


It was announced also that 
Mitchell bombers had found the 
Italian cruiser Taranto at the port 
of La Spezia and left her burning 
fiercely from three attacks. The 
3,184-ton vessel was in a position 
to be used as a block ship. 

The Sudetenland targets were 
bombed through intense antiair- 
craft fire, overcast and a smoke 
screen, so that results were not 
observed. 

From .Cairo it was announced 
that the RAF set fire to a 1,000- 
ton vessel at Samos Island in the 
continuing campaign to hamper or 
prevent German evacuation of the 
. Aegean Islands.

Belgian Parliament 
Resumes Meetings 


BRUSSELS, Sept. 19.—(Delayed)—Its sovereignty fully 

the Belgian parliament resumed business ‘today without a tremor of 
emotion. It was the first liberated government on continental Europe 
to gather in its traditional meeting place, and those of us who ex- 
pected to witness a spirited demonstration were vastly disappointed. 
The chamber of representatives foregathered without pageantry and 
with less excitement than one might see in the American house of 
representatives after a summer recéss. 


The first session ‘since May, 
1940, was scheduled for 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon and outside the 
handsome parliament building 
there was not more than 200 


curious sightseers, most of them 
British troops bivouacked in the 


area. Inside the chamber a dis- 
play of Allied flags was the only 


indication that this might be rath- 


er an historic occasion. Ameri- 
can, British, French, Dutch, Rus- 
sian and Luxembourg flags hung 
over the speaker’s rostrum and 
the visitors’ galleries were filled 
to overflowing. 

Promptly at 2 o'clock the repre- 
sentatives filed to their seats, 
which are arranged almost ex- 
actly like those in the American 
senate. There. were few seats va- 
cant. Of the 202 representatives of 
the prewar chamber, 186 were 
present. 


After a flurry of handshaking, 


and laughter the members settled 
to their chairs and Franz: Van 
Cauvelaert, president of the cham- 
ber, mounted the rostrum and Be- 
gan his speech. He spoke for forty 
minutes in Flemish, which has an 
equality with French as the of- 
ficial Belgian language. The mem: 
bers who do not understand 
Flemish had earphones through 
which they heard a translation of 
the president's words as he was 


speaking to them. This is an in-‘ 


genious system and is made pos- 
sible by two interpreters wha sit 
at the base of the rostrum and 
speak a translation of the Flem- 
ish into a microphone. Every seat 
in the chamber is equipped with 
an earphone which is wired to the 
translators’ microphone. 

The president reviewed the war 
briefly and drew ovations for 


Churchill, Roosevelt, Montgomery, 
Eisenhower, De Gaulle and Stalin. 
The biggest ovation was given at 
the mention of Churchill's name. 

Robert Gillan, president of the.

French, and the session was ended 
when Prime Minister Pierlot gave

5. Refusal by other countries to 
extend any assistance, economic 
or otherwise, to the people of Ger- 
many so that they would have to 
make their own way as best they 
could out of the wreckage of their 
war on Europe. 

6. Prolonged contro] of Germany 
by an Allied or United Nations 
military commission. 

7. No outright reparations — 
since a German agricultural state 
with little or no commerce would 
not-be able to pay them—al- 
though distribution of German 
machinery might be considered as 
reparations in some respects. 

The principal criticisms which 
have been leveled against this plan 
by war-‘and State Department

Illuminates 
Todrin Book 


OUT OF THESE ROOTS. By.

From the infamous moment 
when Hitler chose the Jews as his 
scapegoat, we, have been inun- 
dated by a sea of pro and anti- 
Semitic literature. Most of the ma- 
terial has been worthless, being 
either the extreme of flaming dia- 
tribe or that of pompous defense. 
However, from this welter emerges 
now and again a sincere and 
shining exception—such as Boris 
Todrin’s first novel, “Out of These 
Roots.” , 

Protagonist Nicky Gordon, a 
first-generation American Jew, 
seems an ordinary husky, friendly 
boy, yet within him burns the 
mingled blood of generations in 
Old Russia and through him thun- 
der the voices of the prophets of 
Israel; pouring out in poetry of 
rare power and almost inexplic- 
able beauty. 

With tender yet sure skill and 
maturity, Todrin re 
veals the persecution, poverty, 
artistic talent, and religious cul- 
ture that have fused together to 
form Nicholas Gordon’s heritage. 

Grandfather Zachary was a 
revolutionary in Kiev; Grand- 
mother Sophia was a zealous mem- 
ber of the Tolstovsti, the Enlight- 
ened Ones. Mother Tamara spent 
her life longing in vain to be the 
great actress she knew she was; 
Father Abe, impractical and al- 
ways out of work, lived in a world 
of books. Young Nicky, “out of 
these roots,” born in Brooklyn, is 
just one of the millions of immi- 
grants’ children who have brought 
richness of. mind and breadth of 
spirit to our land. 

Boris Todrin, at present a de- 
partment editor on the newspaper 
“PM,” has already published five 
volumes of poetry which have 
been favorably received by the 
critics. He is completely at home 
in his new medium, enriching his 
well-told story with prose which 
literally sings a plea for the \un- 
derstanding of a great people. This 
reviewer feels we may expect 
much from Boris Todrin. °

THE GARDEN GUIDE 


By W. ELBRIDGE FREEBORN 
With just one more week of September before us it is time to 
think about October, which is probably the busiest month of the fall 


season in our gardens.

It’s time to plant grass, bulbs, 
put the perenial border to bed for

Today we want to discuss three 
different jobs that are-on the

r white narcissus for Christmas, 

LANTING PEONIES | 

Because of their hardiness and 
longevity (they will last practical- 
ly a lifetime) peonies should be 
properly planted. For the ordi- 
nary garden this means removing 
the earth to a diameter of two and 
one-half to three feet and a depth 
of one and one-half to two feet, 
placing a foot of well-rotted ma- 
nure at the bottom of the hole and 
refilling _ remainder with good 

rden soil. 
The filled-in-earth should ‘be 
carefully settled by wetting and 
tamping so that when the root is 
placed it will not be too deep by 
settlement. The most frequent 
cause of failure to bloom is from 
too deep planting. The buds on 
the crown of the plant should 
never be set deeper than two to 
two and one-half inches. 

Peonies do best in a rather 
heavy loam soil, although with the 
above preparation they can be 
grown satisfactorily even in sandy 
soil. Use a good balanced plant 
food lightly applied each year. 
Fall planting is most corhmon, but 
planting can be done in the spring 
with roots carried over winter in 
cold storage by reliable growers. 

Plant them in your sunniest 
spot and always with good drain- 
age and you will be rewarded with 
a wonderful display in June. The 
blooming season may be extended 
over a period of five to six weeks 
by choice of the improved and 
newer varieties. . 

It might be well to mention & 
few varieties that are generally 
most satisfactory: Edulis Superba, 
deep rose-pink; Felix Crousse, 
clear brilliant red: Festiva Max: 
ima, white flecked, red occasion- 
ally; Mons, Jules Elie, silvery 
pink. 

ROOTING BROADLEAVED 
EVERGREENS 

At this season of the year the 
broadleaved evergreens such as 
Abelia, Ligustrum Lucidum, Box- 
wood, Ligustrum Japinica, English 
Laurel, Eleagnus, etc., as well as 
the conifers such as Retinosporo, 
Aborvitaes, Cedrus Deodara, etc., 
may be started from cuttings. As 
a matter of fact, better growth 
will result from fall-started cut- 
tings than from spring, and it be- 
hooves us to carry on this work at 
the present time. ,

cals—that is very mysterious in its 
accomplishments, about which we 
have written previously but which 
we would like to expand today. 
To begin with, we want to say that 
it will be impossible to give com: 
plete information in this cglumn 
as it is of such a technical nature, 
but we will be glad to mail every 
reader a booklet describing this 
product, the manner in which it 
should be handled, and the accom- 
plishments that may be expected 
from its use. 

Believe it or not, these chemical] 
compounds promote root growth 
more quickly on plants that root 
easily, and they go so far as to 
make some ean root, such as 
holly, that without them it would 
never root, except by layering. 
EASE OF APPLICATION 

The application of these chemi- 
cals is easy. It involves no great 
departure from methods now gen- 
erally in use. No special’ equip- 
ment is required. The treatment 
consists merely in placing the 
basal ends of cuttings in a water 
solution of recommended strength 
for a period of from four to 48 
hours, usually 16 to 24 hours. 

The solutions are not hard to 
prepare, Simply measure off the 
amount of concentrate recom- 
mended for the species to be prop- 
agated and place this in a con- 


tainer having sufficient capacity. | 


Add, while stirring, water as di- 
rected. The result ig a water solu- 
tion, ready to treat cuttings. 

To treat cuttings, the basal ends, 
are left immersed in the solution 
to a depth of three-quarters of'an 
inch to two inches for the recom- 
mended period of time. At the 
end of this period the cuttings are 
removed from the solution, washed 
off with fresh water, and are then 
ready to plant in the rooting me- 
dium, From here on, with but few

PAPER WHITE NARCISSUS 
The easiest of all flowers to 
bloom in the house is the old fa- 
vorite, paper white narcigsus, We 
have all planted paper white nar- 
cissus sO many years that. occa- 
sionally we forget this, our oldest 
friend. They are usually, planted 
in bowls with pebbles and water, 


but for very large flowers and for |. 


best results they. should be planted 
in. ordinary pots and soil. Plant 
them with the nose: of‘the bulb 


just above the surface of the soil | ‘ 


and place them in a cool, dark 
cellar or some dark place where 
the air circulates freely, or bury 
thera in the ground, covering them 
completely.. They should be left 
in one of these places for two or 
three weeks while the roots begin 
to grow, and then brought into the 
living room, 

The usual method of planting is 
to put them in flower bowls with 
pebbles and water. When planted 
in this manner they should be left 
in a cool, dark place two or three 
weeks—until the roots are four to 
five inches long and the tops have 
grown two to three inches. 

After being brought indoots the 


bulbs should be kept in a temper- 
ature of 60 degrees until stems, 


‘leaves and flower buds are forced. 


In the home, this means to keep 
them out of, overheated rooms, 
preferably in a porch or sun-par- 
lor, where windows may be opened 
for ventilation and coolness. After 
the buds are formed, a tempera- 
ture will produce it. 


Too high temperature will result 


jin spindly growth, and may pre- 


vent any flowers. Air is as im- 
portant as light. Success in fore- 
ing bulbs depends entirely on the 
points re enumerated, and un- 
less one is willing to pay strict at- 
tention to details, it is better not 
to undertake it. But if the rules 
are carefully followed by one who 
understands something of’ plant 


growth, very fine flowers may be) 


obtained. 
Care should be taken that the 


room in which the bulbs are placed | 
is not too hot and dry as this will 
cause blasting. If it appears that 
they are about to blast, place a 
pan. of water on the radiator or 
heater to increase the moisture. 
On warm, sunshiny days place 
them outdoors.

And 
the cost of supplying this assistance has 
increased along with the cost of other 
things. 


Even total victory tomorrow would 
not bring our boys straight home. Neither 
would all the disrupted families be sud- 
denly rehabilitated.

As 
oné man put it, “it will be a much more 
difficult job to put the world back to- 
géther than it was to shoot it to pieces.” 


Since war bégan, Greater Atlanta has 
gone through six major, indispensable 
campaigns. Every one of them, without 
exception, has been generously oversub- 
scribed. 


That is a magnificent record, probably 
unequaHed in all America. Greater At- 
lanta is now ready to add another achieve- 
ment to that impressive list. 


‘Federal Aid for Health Programs 


“Tt is pathetic that in a country as rich 
as ours we have neglected to avail our- 
selves of what science has offered to pro- 
tect our people.” . 


This irrefutable declaration, made this 
week by New York Mayor Fiorello La- 
Guardia before a senate subcommittee, 
sums up—and admirably—the case for an 
expanded program of federal aid for the 
public health work now being carried on 
by the various states. 


It is true, of course, that Georgia and 
other less wealthy states stand to benefit 


most by the inauguration of a national 
health program financed at least 50 per 
cent by the fedéral government. But, as 
Governor Arnall so logically pointed out 
at the time of the debate ovér proposed 
federal aid for education, it is incumbent 
upon us to furnish equal opportunities to 
the nation’s children, wheresoever they 
may reside. 

Public health is a national problem. It 


should be treated as such. Our health 
program, in short, should be based upon 


need rather than upon the various states’® 


ability to match federal funds. 


Taking Care of the Returning Serviceman 


In his most recent book, “When Johnny 
Comes Marching Honie,” Dixon Vecter de- 
scribes the plight of the returned soldier of 
the Revolution, compelled to take “soldier 
notes” in lieu of pay from a bankrupt con- 
gress, which he discounted for a few cents 
on the dollar and, belatedly, given land in 
a wilderness which he could not find! 


Everyone knows the plight of the Con- 
federate sdldier after Appomattox; has 
heard of the swindling of Union troops in 
New York and Chicago and the none-too- 
carefully planned mustering out of the 
véterans of World War I. 


What of this war? 


This time the return of the soldier has 
been planned with much greater care and 


detail. 


If he has served 60 days in the armed 
forcés, he will receive $100 upon discharge 
. . - $200 if he has served longer in the 
Unitéd States, and $300, in three monthly 
installments, if he has served more than 
60 days abroad. 


If he wishes to go to school... or 
return to it... he will be given $500 
tuition for the first year, with.$50 a month 
for sustenance. If he makes good and 
wishés to continue, he may continue this 
arrangement for three moré years. 


If he wishes to return to his job, he has 
40 days in which to apply for it and it 
must be held open for him. 


If, for any reason not his fault, he 
should lose this émployment, he is entitled 
to unemployment compensation, at the 
rate of $20 a week, for a period of two 
years. 


And if he wishes to purchase a farm or 
a home, the government will lend him 50 
per cent of a valuation up to $4,000 at 
low rates of interest. 


In short, this time the government has 
profited by its previous shortsightednedés 
and mistakes to permit the returned sol- 
diér to make the most of his opportunities 
and to find that place in the civilian 
scheme of things for*which he is best 
fitted.

It ig an attempt to say that there is sométhing wrong about a 
person who came to this country 40 years ago which might be 
dangerous to one who has been here 150 years. Even John L. 
Lewis, who_is himself a foreigner from Wales, took this same line. 


It is an attempt to divide this country and its people into two 
groups—those whose forebears were immigrants a long time ago 
and those who aré but lately come to this country. 

It is the same sort of trick which Hitler used and we cannot af- 
ford to like it or fall for it. As I have written before, this country 
is the only country with a mission. Our constitution and our Declara- 
tion of Independence, which make some of our people uncomforta- 
ble, bind us to keep this a country of liberty and freedom for all 
6f us. If we fail in that we fail in everything. 

We don’t have to like Hillman or to agree with him about 
labor or politics.

ar it had a population of about 50,000, mostly natives. 


I don’t know how many American soldiers are now there, but 
the pamphiet tells me that more than 30,000 attended 319 Sunday 
services héld in the various churches on the island in the month 
of April, last. That may give a clue. 

The “Preaching Missi6én” with which the pamphlet deals was 
held from July 10 to July 14. 

“The objective of this mission,” says the foreword, “is to relate 
thé impulses of our faith to total tragedies of history and the whole 
of life. It is to give an opportunity for men to relate themselves 
to the Mastér. Like all Christian endeavors, the Preaching Mission 


is dedicated to the Glory of God.” 


: In the letter which brought this pam- 
A Young Methodist phiet to Atlanta there was inclosed a 


thimeographed letter, signed by one of the chaplains, C. F. Riggio, 
by name 

Chaplain Riggio was located in Atlanta while the hospital unit 
to which hé is attached was preparing to go overseas. ile here 
he made.many friends. 

One of thém said, last week, “We thought, for a long time, he 
was a Catholic. His obviously Italian name probably made us 
take. that for granted. His manner, too. Then, one day, he casu- 
ally mentioned he is a Methodist.” 

Before joining the Army as a chaplain, Riggio had conducted a 
mission in a poorer quartet of Philadelphia, where he had been 
rémarkably successful. é 

His mimeographed letter was, primarily, written to the friends 
he left at that Philadelphia mission. Writing of the Pacific Preach- 
ing Mission, hé says: 4 

“I am writing this letter with a deep memory of the opening 
service: the crowded chapel, the old familiar hymns, the beautiful 
anthem by a male choir of -20 voices—well, it just got us—yes, we 
knew that our Master was present and we knew too that He gave 
us a. sense of nearness to you though 10,000 miles separated us... .’ 

“You would have been thrilled by the volume of our voices in 
that old favrite of ours, the ‘Old Rugged Cross.’ ... We just could 
not have gone through Guadalcanal, Tarawa, Bougainville and Vela 


La Velos or the deadly heat of the South Pacific without church. 


Why can’t we do the same thing when we get back home? Why 
can’t Aunt Mary, and Sister Jeany, and little Robert-and Daddy and 
Mother—all of us together with God face the reconstruction of this 
bleeding world—the church can do it. We are doing it here, Meth- 
odist, Presbyterian, Baptist and Episcopalian and God with us.” 


A Soldier Prayer Meeting voting now from the pamphlet: 


“Christian soldiers on this island 
are no different from people of God any place on earth. Like their 
forefathers, they built houses of worship, but they did not stop 
theré. They felt, as the great men before them felt, that the world 
was their parish. In the early days of their story a prayer meeting 
was called in their new home to consider ways of having a part in 
world missions. Thus was born a movement that has reached large 
proportions. 

“Since that prayer meeting, mission money has been going out 
from this island unto all the world. There is scarcely a field of 
missions which has not profited from the $19,000 soldiers here have 
contributed. | 

“The people of this island have an educational building nearing 
completion second to none any place. Seventy-five per cent of its 
cost was paid for by Christian men in America’s Army. 

“Offerings of 6ne particular place of worship are large enough 
to finance all mission work on this, our island, and in addition 
keep the work going on three adjacent islands. 

“We who live with soldiers find they not only have ‘fox-hole 
re ’ but a faith that makes them say, ‘Thy Kingdom come, 
oO ’—and then set to work to make it a reality in this présent 
day.” 
"They built beautiful places of worship on this Pacific island, 
did our Américan, soldiers there. The pamphlet is filled with illus- 
trations, They have co-operated, all of them. Sayse@he pamphlet, 
further: “Invaluable help and hearty encouragement have been 
given frem every source. This is the combined effort of men from 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Air Forces. Catholic as well 
as Protestant men have worked faithfully and well... .” 

It interested me, and I thought it would interest you, to réad 
of these church activities on one spot of the Pacific. It opens a new 
vista, thé vision of Christian influence pouring from a little Pacific 
island, out to all the world, because of the faith and the spiritual 
unity of American soldiers of all sects and denominations, making 
that island their wartime home.

Under the spell of Trotti’s skill- 
ful and sympathetic dramatiza- 
tion of the life story, and Knox’s 
remarkable impérsonation of thé 
man, I am trying this morning to 
state briefly the fundamental prin- 
ciples of Woodrow Wilson’s states- 
manship. - | 

First of all was his well defined 
ideal of human om. I can 
hear him now speaking in the au- 
ditorilum in Atlanta in 1912: 
“What is liberty? You say. of the 
locomotive it runs free. You mean 
that its parts are so assembled 
and adjusted that friction is re- 
duced to the minimum. We say of 
a boat skimming the water with 
light foot, how free she runs, 
when we mean how perfectly she 
is adjusted to the force of the 
wind, how perfectly she obeys the 
great breath out of the heavens 
that fills her sails. Human free- 
dom consists in perfecting -ad- 
justments of human interests, 
human activities, and human en- 
ergies.”’ 

Here is an open window 
through which we may look into 
the mind and heart of Woodrow 
Wilson. He approached every 
question from the human stand- 
point. Whether it was economic, 
financial or social, he thought of 
it in terms of human interests and 
activities. Freedom with him meant 
vastly more than a negative release 
from political tyranny. He sought 
to rélease all the faculties and 
forces of a man, so that they 
would be free to develop into 
their highest possibilities. To this 
end he would remove every ob- 
stacle to human expression, lift 
every unnecessary burden from 
human life, and do all that would 
challenge a man’s ambition to the 
fullest and fréest expression. So 
he declares, “the brains and the 
energy of the rest of us are to be 
set free to go into the game. There 
must be a general release of the 
capital, the enterprise of millions 
of people, a general opening of 
the doors of opportunity.” 

When in the inévitable course 
of events Mr. Wilson had to turn 
his attention from domestie to for- 
eign affairs he met his problems 
with that same passion for human 
freedom. His policy toward other 
nations can never be understood 
unless we understand his concep- 
tian of America’s place and mis- 
sion in the world. He. believed 
profoundly that this nation was 


‘to be a servant of mankind. 


Speaking to The Associated Press 
h+ said: “We do not want any- 
thing that does not belong to us. 
Is not a nation in this ition free 
to serve other nations?” He hoped 
from. the beginning of the war 
that we might serve mankind by 
making peace. As late as Jan- 
uary 22, 1917, he said before con- 
gress: 
the people of the United States 
should play no\part in that great 
enterprise (making the peace). To 
take part in such a service will 
be the opportunity for which they 
have sought to prepare them- 


‘selves.”’ 


But Germany by her blind stu- 
pidity finally ferced us to enter 
the war. Now Wilson will: étrivé 
to do through war what it was 
impossible to dd through peace. So 
he leads our nation into war with 
these words: 

“It is a fearful thing to lead 
this great peaceful people into 
war, into the most terrible and dis- 
astrous of all wars, civilization it- 
self seeming to be in the balance. 
But the right is more precious 
than peace, and we shall fight for 
the things which we have always 
carried nearest our heart—for de- 
mocracy, for the right of those who 
submit to authority to have a voice 
in their own governments, for the 
rights and li es of small na- 
tions, for a universal dominion of 
right by such a concert of frée 
peoples as shall bring peace and 
safety to all nations, and make 
the world itself at last free.” 

This is no argument for a soft 
peace with Germany today, but 
it is a profound and vital reason 
for an intelligent, as well as a 
just peace,

sents both attitudes; it is not pleas- 
ant to be regarded as a mental de- 
fective; but it is worse to, have all 
one’s symptoms laughed out the 
window. Some day, he threatens 
darkly, some day he will have 
genuine and authentic pains that 
are the result of cancer in its last 
stages or at heast of angina pec- 
toris, and when he is gone, the 
doctors will regret their callous- 
ness. 

Who sympathizes with the mis- 
erable creature? Who knows the 
trouble he sees? When he touches 
a doorknob ia the doctor's office, 
the germs—as big as smallpox 
scales—-cling to his hands and 
even leap up into his eyes to give 
him trachoma. As he site among 
the other patients, listening to 
their woes, he contracts the more 
fatal of their diseases. With the 
minor onés he ‘is not concerned. 
And when he reaches home he 
falls to washing his hands with 
all the frenzy of Lady, Macbeth. 
If he discovers a hangnail on his 
finger soon afterward, he is con- 
vineed of infection; he is surely 
going to lose his hand, his arm, 
and he prays that the amputation 
will not be postponed until after 
the infection has spread through- 
out his system. 

Is the hypochondriac slightly 
mad—or merely craven? Has he 
received so many blows from fate 
that he is afraid to admit his 
health is good, afraid to be happy, 
to shake his fist in life’s face and 
say, “Now darn you, go ahead, 
you with your baé¢teria! Go on, 
and do your worst!” Nothing of 
the sort, the man merely has a 
vivid imagination, is not kept suf- 
ficiently busy, and has no funda- 
mental problems.

“Genius,” Thomas A. Edison is reported to 
have said, “is an infinite capacity for taking 
The painstaking which followed that 
pronouncement has doubtless led to many a nervous breakdown, 
but has never, without intelligence of a high order, skill, knowl- 
edge and Creative ability, produced a single genius. 
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less harmful. Where the hypo- 
chondriac entertains himself with 
the drama of sudden death, with 
rélatives coming from Texas and 
specialists chartering planes to fly 
down from Mayo’s, the playwright 
piles melodrama on with a trowel, 
and the village gossip creates a 
conflagration from the thin smoke 
of a cigaret. 

The gossiper is often not con- 
écious that she is being malicious; 
her life is dull, her soul is hun- 
gry for excitement, romance, dra- 
ma. And where the facts fall short, 
her imagination supplies the 
glamorous details. When she re- 
lates the finished product to a 
neighbor, that listener stands with 
mouth agape, “Did you ever?” she 
cries. “I simply can’t believe it! 
To think that all those things have 
been going on under our very 
noses! I declare, I just can’t take 
it in!’ Take it in she does, of 
course, and out, too, after she has 
embellished it with a few of her 
Own secret desires. After she has 
covered the neighborhood, she re- 
tires to the telephone where she 
relays it, inventing new details 
constantly, until she falls uncon- 
scious to the floor, bringing the 
telephone down with her, 

Imagination is not always pro- 
ductive of so much exertion. In- 
deed, it fréquently “inactivates” 
its possessor and leads to the most 
sedentary of lives. It supplants 
the necessity for travel. Like the 
famous old lady who said, “Why 
should I travel? I am already in 
Boston,” the imaginative person 
can achieve her goal without mov- 
ing. If she is invited to visit 
in another city, or attend an en- 
tertainment, she promptly builds 
up the background, the chief in- 
cidents, conversation and details 
in the most pleasurable form pos- 
sible. The reality, if experienced, 
is so disillusioning that she retires 
in sorrow to her rocking chair to 
live a life of day-dreams. 

The day-dreams unfortunately 
lead to novel writing and letters 
to the editor: “Dear sir: This is 
real life as I have actually lived 
it.

DON’T MISS ANYTHING! 


War-plant pay instead 
of school? Listen, you 
youngsters — to this 
former canal-town boy 


HEARD a while ago that lots of boys and 

girls working at high-paying war jobs 
are planning not to go back to, school 
this fall — and I was worried. I remem- 
bered my own boyhood in a canal town 
in upstate New York. 

The temptation’ was not provided by 
factories in those days. With us it was 
apples. Just as the blowing seas of green 
leaves beside blue Lake Ontario began to 
dapple with gleams of red, school would 
open. Farmers would be desperate then, 
for no matter how many pickers had been 
following the harvest north, there were 
never enough of these wanderers to get 
the whole harvest into barrels. So wages 
would shoot upward and a boy, even if 
he wasn't quite sixteen, could make a 
man’s pay and spend it like a man taking 
his girl to the dances at Troutburg and 
stopping off at the Candy Kitchen on the 
way back for a banana split or two. 


ScHoot seemed mighty silly. Why at this . 


rate a fellow could save money enough 
in a few years to buy a cute little house 
and get married anf all that, and save him- 
self all the trouble of figuring out what 
scandals Cicero had laid bare in the Sen- 
ate. All you had to do was to get your 
parents to sign an application saying they 
wanted you to work, and the School 
Superintendent would have to give you 
a work certificate — and you were all set. 

But getting by the School Superintend- 
ent of Albion, New York, was always a 
lot harder than expected. I know this 
because, being his son, I overheard 
many of his talks with boys who 
wanted certificates. 

The Superintendent believed in educa- 
tion. He was neither a bad nor a remark- 
ably outstanding executive, but he had a 
passionate conviction that no one could 
live a full and happy life without prepar- 
ing to live it. . 

When a boy came to see him about get- 
ting a work certificate he was genuinely 
giad to see. him, because he really liked 
people. Every new personality was a joy- 
ful experience to him. Moved by the 
warmth of his welcome the young man 
would tell what he wanted and why he 
wanted it. | 

Then the Superintendent would go to

work. He would ask the applicant what 
kind of man he wanted to-be when he 
grew up. Encouraged by his real friendli- 
ness, the boy would tell what his ambi- 
tions were and then my father would set 
abeut showing him how impossible it 
would be to achieve them without more 
schooling. He would pomt out how much 
better a job the boy could get in his chosen 
field and how much more useful a citizen 
he could be with more training. 


He wou p speak in an admiring way of 
the self-made and uneducated men of the 
community, but somehow his samples 
were fellows who had been soured by their 
concentration on making money, crotchety 
men whom boys didn’t like. Then he 
would say: ““There’s a lot of money in this 
country — but if you had it all you 
couldn’t buy with it right now the ability 
to enjoy life. You have to build that up 
for yourself.” 

“But, mister,” the boy would say, 
“‘you’re a school superintendent. Of course 
you feel the way you do. It’s your job. 
As for being able. to have a good time, 
I'll stack myself up against the next fel- 
low.” 

Then the Superintendent’s brown 
eyes would take on a warm bright 
sparkle and he’d really get down to 
business. 

“TI tried it your way first,” he'd say. 
“When I was your age it was the custom 
over in Tompkins County, where I came 
from, for a man to rent out his sons as 
field hands for what he could get for ’em. 
I was so strong and such a good worker 
that my father used to get twice as much 


for me as other boys’ fathers got for their~ 


sons. When I came of age and the wages 
were paid to me instead, I felt rich. I had 
enough cash in my pants pockets to take a 
girl to a cotillion at the Dryden Springs 
Hotel, or to drive into Ithaca for a big 
Saturday night. 


**Bur I was unhappy. There was a 
teacher at the Dryden High School who 
had sort of opened a door and let me see 
that if I went on with my schooling the 
day would come when I wouldn't have to 
depend on fiddles and liquor and horses, 
or even girls, for my good time. There'd 
be something inside me that would give 
me a better time than all the things out- 
side me could give. So when I was twenty- 
six years old I took what savings I had, 
borrowed sorhe more money from the town 
banker — and went off to Hamilton Col- 
lege. I worked summer vacations, and I 
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you want your boy to*be a good citizen?” 


I wish I knew the sum total of the results 
of the Superintendent’s campaigns. It is 
impossible for me even to make a fair 
guess on the number of boys he persuaded 
to “finish high school.” That of course 

was his big contribution to the life of the 
town. Today there are hundreds of his 
former students who remember him with 
affection and gratitude. But his influence 
did not end with high school commence- 
ment exercises. In a quarter century of 
serving that little town he persuaded more 
than thirty boys to go off to college. 

He died a few years ago — at eighty- 
three — and at his funeral old friends and 
men I did not know came up to me and 
said, “Why, he was a second father to 
me. If it hadn’t been for him I’d never 
have found out what living was all about.” 

So when I hear the talk about the boys 


_and girls not going back to school these 


days because they're getting good wages, 
I think how he would have welcomed the 
chance — just as I hope other school 
superintendents and teachers and parents 
are welcoming it — to prove that money 
won't buy happy living. And I think I can 
hear him saying, ““No matter how much a 
fighting nation needs men it cannot afford 
to use its boys m war jobs when they 
should be learning to live. If it, does, we 


lose the very thing we are fighting for.”

He was about to be discharged from 
an Army hospital and was eager to make good 
in civilian life, but he and the hospital’s voca- 
tional-guidance counselor couldn't agree on 
the kind of work he was best fitted for. 
Ed’s Army record indicated mechanical 
ability, but he insisted he wanted to become 
an insurance salesman, like his best pal in 
the Army, an older man whom he simply 
idolized.

fied and trained by rule of thumb. 


They May Change Your Life 


But we haven't seen anything yet. Aptitude 
tests soon will be employed on an even greater 
scale in grading the nation’s man power for 
peacetime work. Veterans with occupational 
problems will have the opportunity of taking 
such tests at military Separation Centers; 
they will be available at hundreds of offices 
of the U. S. Employment Service, and private 
industry is certain to use them more exten- 
sively than ever before. They will help to re- 
shape millions of lives. ~ 

To find out what these tests are, and how 
they can help individuals to find the jobs they 
are most suited for, I have just completed an 
extensive investigation. I have interviewed 
experts and employers. I have taken many of 
the tests myself. 


I found that there are many kinds of apti- 
tude tests. Those which will be in most com- 
mon use, however, will attempt to obtain 
answers to two or more of these questions: 

1. What would you like to do best? 

2. What do you know how to do best? 

32 What are you capable of learning to do 


likely to succeed at work which we really 
enjoy doing, but many of us don’t know what 
we would prefer to do. Like that wounded 
soldier, Ed, we only think we know. 

To find out what Ed really liked, the job 
counselor tested him by the Kuder Prefer- 
ence method, a system devised by Dr.g. 
Frederick Kuder at the University of Chicago, 
which gives an accurate picture of preferences 
in nine fields — mechanical, mathematical, 
scientific, persuasive, artistic; literary, muysi- 

The test showed that Ed had very little 
— as he should have had to become a sales- 
man — but his score in scientific interests 
was unusually high. As a result, the coun- 


Preferences, while important, are only part 
of the story in discovering the jobs we are 
best fitted for. A general aptitude test can 
also indicate our abilities. 

Let us take the case of a man whom I will 
call John Martin. John had been in turn a 
drugstore clerk, a door-to-door salesman, a 
reporter for a trade journal and a book- 
keeper. He had earned a living at all these 
jobs, but that was about all. . 


Here’s Hew It Works . 


Wuen the war came, John applied for a 


job at a large defense plant and was given 
an aptitude test similar to those used by 

many other industries, by the Army and the 
U. S. Employment Service. 

First of all, he was checked up on verbal 
ability with questions like this one: 

“A punctual person is one who is (e) late, 
(6) prompt, (c) handsome, (d) precocious?” 

John did just fairly well at this test, which 
may explain why he never shone as a sales- 
man or reporter.. 

Next came a test in perceptual speed, or 
“clerical aptitude,” as it is often called. 
John was asked to compare two columns of 
figures while a stop watch ticked off the time. 
Some of the figures opposite each other were 
alike and some almost alike. He wasn’t too 
hot at this test either. No wonder he had 
never excelled as a bookkeeper. 

John did better in the arithmetical reasoning 
test by solving such problems as this: 

“If a tree which is known to be 30 feet 
high casts a 20-foot shadow, what is the 
height of a building which casts a 60-foot 
shadow at the same time of day?” 

He also did nicely in answering. the 
mechanical aptitude problems, similar 
to those pictured on this page. 

Then came structural aptitude. John did 
well on this test. : 

Last of all, he was tested in manual dex- 
watch ticked again, he placed a number of 
wooden pegs into holes in_a board. Then he 
did the same thing with much smaller pegs 
but used tweezers instead of his fingers. He 
made just an average score in the manual 
test, but covered himself with glory on the 
tweezers. 

When the examination was all over — it 


had taken little more than an hour — the 
vocational-guidance expert was able to make 
a general diagnosis of John’s abilities. His 
scores in mechanical and structural aptitude 
and in arithmetical reasoning seemed to indi- 
cate engineering ability. Moreovér, his high 


tweezer defterity indicated he would be pro- 


ficient with small tools or instruments. 

The plant needed draftsmen desperately 
just then, so John became an apprentice. 
He caught on right from the start, took an 
engineering course at night, and now is a 
full-fledged junior draftaman and a happier 
man than he ever was before. A general apti- 
tude test enabled him to find himself. 


You Have a Cheice 


Nor always, of course, can such tests point 
a person as directly toward a given job as in 
John Martin’s case, but they usually tell the 
expert the+ig job family to which you belong. 
After determining your preferences and siz- 
ing you up generally, he can then suggest a 
half dozen or more vocations suitable for you. 

These, then, are the tests which will be 
available to veterans at military Separation 
Centers. Whether or not the soldier takes 
such a test will be optional to him, but mil- 
lions will find it wise to do so. Similar tests 
may be taken by — job-seekers at

there are a number of tests given outside the 
government which. attempt to fathom per- 
sonality. 

Perhaps the most famous of the aptitude 


Stevens Institute of Technology. These tests 
endeavor to measure creative imagination, 
number memory and tonal memory im addi- 
tion to the aptitudes I have mentioned. 

In the creative imagiation test, you are 
given five minutes to scribble down your re- 
actions to this proposition: 

‘Suppose the sun should fail to rise to- 
morrow morning. What ideas does this 
suggest to you?” 

The tonal memory test attempts through 
the use of recorded, sounds to determine 
whether or not we can tell one note from an- 
other. If little Johnny has this ability, he may 
grow up to be a fine musician. If he hasn't, 
there’s not much sense in making him flog 
the piano day after day. He’ll do better, per- 
haps, at art or woodworking. 


Inventory of Abilities 


Tuar’s one of the comforting things about 
aptitude tests. They show that all of us pos- 
sess sufficient abilities to fit into some con- 


two. It’s merely a matter of taking inventory. 

This human inventory-taking will soon be 
in progress on a scale we have never seen 
before. From coast to coast we will witness 
a wholesale measuring of abilities as we turn 
from war jobs to permanent peacetime voca- 
tons. But we must not expect too much.

CHOOL starts this week in the Sea Lion 

Pool at the Bronx Zoo. We've got to 
teach little Benny, the sea lion pup, how 
to catch and eat fish. 

Anybody who thinks baby birds and 
animals just automatically know how and 
what to eat, ought to spend a little time 
around the zoo. To the public, baby ani- 
mals are the best show in the zoo; to the 
keepers, they are often the worst head- 
aches. 


Take Benny. For the first months of 
his life he nursed, and food came to him 
effortlessly. But he’s a big baby sea lion 
now, and it’s about time he learned what 
fish are for. In the wild, Benny’s moth- 
er would have taught him all he 
needed to know by the time he was 
ready for weaning. 

But in a zoo it’s different. Benny will 
be penned up in the Animal Hospital and 
given milk with increasingly large amounts 
of ground-up fish. Finally in a week or so 
the keeper will flip a whole butterfish in 
the air, Benny will catch it — and his edu- 
cation will be complete. 


Baby penguins are problem children, 
too, and for the same reason. When 
Mainma feels it is time for Baby to go on 
his own, the keeper has to catch him, 
open his beak and drop smelts down the 
little throat. Lately the zoo has worked 
out a new technique: it lets the penguin 
babies catch goldfish in a special little 
pool until they begin to get the idea. 
Then they are ready to rejoin their par- 
ents in the big pool and scramble for their 
share of smelts. 


Tender Tiger Tummies 


Basy animals do not know, any more 
than human babies do, what is good for 
them. Three baby tigers at the Bronx 
Zoo were given some ground meat before 
they were old enough for it. They went 
into convulsions. A week later the meat 
was offered them again and they took it 
with no ill effects. Their own mother 
would have known instinctively the mo- 
ment to offer them their first shred of 
meat. 

Though most wild creatures are help- 
less when they are babies, their parents are 
usually able to take care of their educa- 
tion. Every spring and summer people 
bring baby birds to the Bronx Zoo. Usually 
they have found them on the ground or in 
a bush, and fear they will starve. In nine 


cases out of 10 the babies were in no 
danger at all — their mothers knew where 
they were, and probably were off forag- 


. ing for food when the babies were “‘res- 


cued.” 

Even if Junior has to learn for himself, 
he sometimes manages. Lee S. Crandall, 
the Zoo's General Curator, illustrates the 
point with this story: 

“I happened to look out my window 
one summer morning just as a wood 
thrush flew into the bush honeysuckle and 
began picking off berries. Every time he 
pecked, one or two would fall on’ the 
ground. | 


The Robin Caught On 


**A younc robin, apparently on his own, ’ 
ran over and started picking them up. 
When the thrush flew away, the baby 
didn’t know what to do. Then he had a 
bright idea-—he jumped straight up, 
fluttered his wings, and knocked off some 
berries. He picked them up from the 
ground and then jumped up and knocked 
off some more. 

“He’d been taught to eat things off 
the ground — grubs, insects and the like 
— but his mother turned him out before 
he knew how to perch in a vine and pick 
off the berries. But he was smart — he 
figured out a good way of his own.”’ 

Young kingfishers go through rigorous 
training. When they are old enough to 
perch on a branch overhanging the water, 
the mother catches a fish, stuns it and 
drops it in a quiet pool. Eventually the 
bolder babies will dive for it and maybe 
even catch it on the first or second at- 
tempt. In another two or three days they 
are catching live fish for themselves —

Radio Rivalry 


BY SHERMAN H. DRYER 


Veteran -adto director and producer 


Who sounds better over 
the ether — Dewey or 
Roosevelt? Listen ... 


12 years President Roosevelt has 

been the undisputed radio champion of 

American politics. But this year it may be 

different. For Thomas E. Dewey has air 

assets which may give the President a run 
for his money. 

The President’s intimate style and meli- 
enced people at the expense of his oppo- 
nents. In 19G2 he was easily the master of 
Herbert Hoover, whose flat voice and un- 
skilled manner of reading lacked effective 
air appeal. In 1936, Alf Landon’s nasal 
Democrat. In 1940, Wendell Willkie, after 
the first 10 minutes of his Elwood accept- 
ance speech, during which his voice cracked 
and rasped, was clearly no contender for 
kilocycle kudos. 

“Peaks’’ Are Perilous 
Bur unlike his GOP predecessors, Mr. 


Dewey’s is a trained voice. It caresses the — 
- microphone, hits no “peaks” on the engi- 


neer’s control board. Both he and the Presi- 
dent have what engineers call “a good 
level.” 

In political broadcasting, a level voice 
no less than a level head is required. For 
voices that “peak” the control board must 
instantly be toned down by the alert engi- 
neer. Result: The rapport between speaker 
and listener is lost; for the voice momen- 
tarily sounds as if it were across the street. 

This was one of Mr. Willkie’s prime weak- 
nesses as a radio orator. It is also Governor 
Bricker’s. The voices of both Mr. Dewey 
and Mr. Roosevelt, however, come gliding 
througi: your loudspeaker as smoothly as 
the wake of a drifting canoe — and are 
maintained at an excellent fével. 

A second of Mr. Dewey’s air assets is the 
baritone quality of his voice. Intermediate 
between tenor and bass, the baritone is 
pleasing to the ear. It generally has a qual- 
ity of dynamism and excites attention. A 
tenor voice,.though soothing, may 
hall the elmer whereas the base 
speaking voice often sounds pompous. 

The President’s baritone has some tenor 
quality. Thus, for most people. the Presi- 
dent’s kind of voice could probably be 
listened to enjoyably somewhat longer than 


Mr. Dewey’s. In 30-minute broadcasts 
neither has any advantage over the other; 


Mk. Rooseve.t says “wah’’; Mr. Dewey 
says “war.” Mr. Roosevelt says “Mah 
frands”; Mr. Dewey would say “My 
friends.”” The President’s packaging of 
words sounds strange to large sections of the 


ing to be understood without effort. — 

The President's voice has what advertis- 
ers call “product appeal.”” The Roosevelt 
distinctive; they stand out and do not sound 
like anyone else’s. Mr. Dewey has yet to 
develop his own verbal trademark. 

One fact is clear: the mike will not be 
a handicap to Mr. Dewey, but an oppor- 
tunity for him. If he can learn to exploit 


voices are less important in time of crisis 
than in time of peace. Both Roosevelt and 
Dewey have radio voices to translate 
ideas.”” Bob Trout of CBS describes Mr. 
Dewey’s voice as “quiet and sincere’; 
Morgan Beatty says, “I think it’s fairly - 
even on the radio appeal of Roosevelt and 
Dewey.” But John Daly declares, “Dewey 
has a good run-of-the-mill voice, while 
Roosevelt's is superb.”” Drew Pearson says: 
“Dewey will emphasize clearly, but lacks 
polish on the air.”” And Earl Godwin laconi- 
cally adds: ‘“Twelve years of radio is a lot!”

nent, that a wave is the basis of a 
successful hair style, Mr. Paschkes 
says. The “right” wave will not 
hurt your hair and will leave it 
soft and manageable. A “tight” 
wave ruins the ends and will not 
last any longer, for one-half inch 
of straight hair grows in at the 
scalp every month. So with short 
hair a permanent cannot last more 
than three or four months. 

Whether you are to have a 
“hot” or a “cold” wave is best de- 
cided by your operator.

As with the perma- 
nent, so with the style -— your 
head and face and figure, your age 
and personality make you unlike 
any other woman.

A good 
hairdresser can style your hair to 
bring out beauty and hide defects.

Here are some general rules he 
will follow: One is the import- 
ance of “up” lines after 30 — 
down ones emphasize face lines or 
weariness, 


Next he will consider the shape 
of the neck. If it’s short or stocky, 
never swirl the hair crosswise in the 
back. Carry it up in long rolls on 
each side, from the neck to the top 
of the head. And unless you have a 
perfect neckline (possessed by only 
a few), never shingle the hair — 
it gives a squat look. 

The shape of the face is impor- 
tant, of course. With a full, round 
face, for example, avoid page-boy 
bobs; instead, choose a modified 
pompadour to give a small, chic 
look.

SILVER THREADS: “In America, 
a woman often has gray hair at 
thirty-five,” Mr. Paschkes says. 
““With a young face white hair is 
very beautiful. So if your face is 
still young, think before you have 
anything done to the color of your 
hair — and then don’t do it. 

“A simple rinse turns gray or 
white hair into a real crown of 
glory. With gray hair, we usually 


use a steel or silver rinse. But with 


white hair, a blue or mauve rimse 
is best to counteract the yellowish 


COLOR IS COSTLY. As for a per- 


manent color job, the first thing to — 


remember is that it is expensive 
and takes a good deal of time, Mr. 
Paschkes points out. Only an ex- 
pert can do the job right, and 
expert work comes high. Then, 
the white hair at the scalp 
must be colored every four or 
five weeks. 

However, if you can afford the 
time and money, modern hair dyes 
in the hands of a man who knows 
his business, are “safe” for most 
people. A few women have an 
allergy for them, just as some peo- 
ple have for eggs. Therefore, a re- 
liable Operator always makes a 
skin test first. Only when that 
turns out all right, will he consent 
to use dye on your head. You must 
also let the operator decide on the 
exact shade — otherwise, you may 
get an artificial look. But a good 
job will leave your head looking 
natural, lovely and youthful.
